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common v{c, and dedicate it to a peculiag 
and holy vie vnto the Locd. So the golde, 
the vellels,&c.were {uilc to be holy and de. 
dicared for the holy vic of the Temple, and 
might not b« giucn or putto any other vſ-: 
To {inctifie a Saboth therefore, is to call 
ourſclucs,nor from our owne linful wayes, 
wich we mult doc eucry day, but fro ous 
honelt and lawfull callings, rhargiuing our 
felues to godly and chrittianly exerciſes of 
ourfayth,wee may be-{trengrhened inthe 
waycsof God,andfointhought,word, 3nd 
deede conſecrate a glorious Saboth vnte 
the Lord. Therefore ut 15 called the Saborth 
ot God, E:z04.20.1c.ind Leui.23.3-He cal» 
leciira holy conuocation, that 18, dedica- 
ted ty holy mcetings. So Efai 58.13. Here- 
by is co:rfur:d their opinion that take it a 
Saboth kept,if thc reit from their labours, 
fo inthe mcanc time they labourin pliyes, 
dauncin:75, vaine fonges and enter Jucs, &c, 
as thvug' the Lord had called vs from our 

rofitable labour commanded, to difpleaſe 
Finn in theic vanities. Againe others alſs 
wit ifthey bs better then che former, ab- 
ſtzyning from thole things, haue nutwith- 
ft ming their heades, hartes, and mouthes, 
fo full vr worldly things,as they doe nor in 
deede performe the truvth of the Saboth, 


whcnsitihould be kept as the reſt of the

come to the proper and peculiar exerciſes,

vic of it in our conſcience, and of the cere- 
monie ceaſed I will ſpeake in the ende.

10. to 
the 18.verſe, Luke 13.4.5, In him alſo wee 
mult receyue power with this former grace 
to die vnrto thus linne, and rifc vnto this part 
of obedience. 

Nowe followeth the reaſon whereby he 
docth both make plaine the obedience, ind 
allure vs vnto it. He allurcth, becauſe hee 
giucththis cquitie perpcruall, rhar ſceinge

abitayne on that day from theſe thinges, it 
would make them much vnable ro accom- 
pliſhe that worke of the Lorde, and (o it 1s 
expounded, Luke 13.1 5. Wherefore that of 
Exod. 3. 3. was a rudiment ceremonaall, 
whereby they were inſtructed to the reue- 
rence of the lame, when as otherwiſe they 
might doe greatthings. This is further de- 
clared by a diſtribution of the efficient cau- 
ſos. T how,nor thy Sonne,nor thy Daughter nor 
thy Seruaunt. By which wee ſee we dee nor 
rightlic obſcrue the Sabcrn,cxcepr all with 
in our gatcs,thar is, our authoririe, (fo cal- 
led, becaulc they bound the proper place of 
eucry man where hc exerciſeth any autho. 
ritic) doc likewiſe ſanQihe the lame. The 
{cond reaſon is drawne from the example 
of the Lorde him fclte, the more to allure 
vs and mouec vs, who cont:nde ro come 
neere the excellent. fo Chriſte gaue an ex- 
ample for vs to followe. For the Lord made 
beauen and earth in ſix dayes, but the ſeanenth 
he reited. By that ſeuenth day, hee poynterh 
out the Iewes Saborh, the ſeauenth from 
the cxcation, to the which day they were 

ncucr 
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menee preciſcly tyed, beeauſe being the ſex. 
genth it carricd a note of perfedtian, and (o 
did ihadowe our the exccllencie of our reſt 
vnder Chriſt, Heb.4. 20. and therefore bc. 
' cauſe that was ceremoniall, that proper day 
wes pointedoutto Adam,Gen.z. 

Whereas if this had nct bin ceremoniall, he 
had not needed, becaule the morall equitie - 
of one in ſcuen, was written in his heart, as 
abouc hath bene noted. And thus as it was 
a figure of our fanctikcation and adoption, 
itwas nota piece of the hcit able, bat ras 
ther generall tothe whole lawe, andtheres 
fore 1n that reſpect 12 abuk hcd.Col. 2.16.
